State Pathologist Admits 
His Basis of Murder 
Charge Is Error. 


MISS ATKINSON SENT 
BACK TO JAIL CELL 


Woman, Whose Letters Tell 
of Love for Rector, Cham- 
pioned by Crowd. 


Enid, Okla., Sept. 28 (A.P.).—Amid 
cries of “turn her loose” from many 
spectators in the courtroom, Justice 
Davis Foglesong late today took under 
advisement the charge of murder 
against Mary Atkinson, 26, trained 
nurse, and announced he would decide 
tomorrow whether she must stand trial 
in connection with the alleged poison- 
ing of Mary Jane Bailey, 18-year-old 
minister’s daughter. 

The preliminary hesring of the nurse, 
whose love for the Rev. Charles Bailey, 
Episcopal minister and father of the 
dead girl, was brought out in the evi- 
dence, came to a close after it had been 
testified an analysis of the girl’s viscera 
failed to reveal any trace of poison. 

When Justice Foglesong announced 
his decision would be postponed until 
tomorrow afternoon, there was confu- 
sion in the little courtroom. “Turn her 
loose” shouted many of the spectators 
who had sat throughout the. two days 
of the hearing. 

Justice Foglesong then explained 
that he reserved judgment pending 
careful consideration of the evidence. 
A demurrer to the evidence presented 
by the State was entered by the de- 
fense and the justice heard arguments 
of counsel for Miss Atkinson. 


Final Test Is Negative. 


Occupying all of the seats, seated on 
the floor and standing in the aisles, the 
crowd listened breathlessly to the tes- 
timony of Dr. W. H. Bailey, Oklahoma 
City pathologist, employed by the 
State, who stated that final tests made 
on the viscera of the dead girl failed 
to reveal any kind of poison. 

At one stage in his work Dr. Bailey 
said, he reported to Dan Mitchell, 
county attorney, that his analysis indi- 
cated the preserice of poison and upon 
that information murder charges were 
filed aghinst the nurse. 

Meanwhile, Harry Glasser, of counsel 
for Miss Atkinson, received a telegram 
from Dr. Bert C. Bahr, of Kansas City, 
medical expert employed by the de- 
fense, stating in effect that poisons de- 
scribed as possibly causing symptoms 
of Miss Bailey’s illness would not pro- 
duce death. 

Dr. Bahr, Glasser said, felt from in- 
formation available to him, that Miss 
Bailey had died of botulism poisoning

Saw Lilliendahl Held Up, 
Heard Shots, Man Asserts 


New Witness Tells of Attack by Negroes and Is Held; 
Beach’s Attorney Indicted for Advising 
His Client to Hide. 


Hammonton, N. J., Sept. 29 (A.P.).— 
A young man arrested tonight as a 
material witness of the slaying of Dr. 
A. William Lilliendahl, was reported to 
have told detectives that he had seen 
two negroes hold up the Lilliendahl au- 
tomobile, shoot the doctor and rob his 
wife. This would corroborate Mrs. Lil- 
liendahl’s story of the slaying. 

The young man, Albert Langborn, 
was said to have told the authorities 
that he was walking through the woods 
with a girl near where the shooting oc- 
curred. 

Langborn said the negroes leaped 
from the underbrush as the Lilliendahl 
car appeared, jumped on the running 
board and forced Mrs. Lilliendahl, who 
was driving, to pull into the thicket. 
A few minutes later he heard three 
shots. 

The authorities said the young man 
had not told his story sooner because 
he desired to shield his girl companion 
from “undue publicity.” 

Edison Hedges, youthful attorney for 
Willis Beach, South Vineland poultry 
raiser, who is wanted on a charge of 


aiding and abetting in the slaying of 
Dr. Lilliendahl, was indicted today on 
two counts by the May term of the 
Atlantic County grand jury for ob- 
struct justice. 

The indictments were returned after 
the grand jury had heard twelve wit- 
nesses, nine of them newspaper men, 
relate conversations they had with 
Hedges after Beach disappeared Tues- 
day. 

Hedges was alleged to have made 
several varied statements. At one time 
he was quoted as having said that he 
had advised his client to leave the 
State and again that he had not ad- 
vised him to leave, but that he would 
not turn him over to county author- 
ities and State police. 

Bench warrants for Hedges’ arrest 
were issued and Assistant Prosecutor 
S. Cameron ilinkle, who presented the 
case to the grand jury, said that 
Hedges would be asked to appear at the 
prosecutor’s office in Atlantic City to- 
morrow and arrange for bond.

Lansing, Mich., Sept. 29 (A.P.).— 
Illegal possession of a pint of liquor 
sent Fred Palm to the Michigan State 
prison for life when he pleaded guilty 
in circuit court here today.

LEADERS OPPOSE FIGHT 


Philadelphia, Sept. 29 (A.P.).—A 
fight for mayor of Philadelphia, behind 
which is the real prize, the control of 
the Republican organization of Phila- 
delphia, now headed by Senator-elect 
W. S. Vare, was the outlook today when 
J. Hampton Moore agreed to stand as 
an. independent candidate for the 
mayoralty. 

Mr. Moore, who is a former mayor

Governor, at Convention, 
Confines Address to 
Local Problems. 


CHANGE IN ELECTION 
SYSTEM IS OPPOSED 


Proposal to Select Executive 
in Presidential Years 
Only Is Fought. 


Albany, N. Y., Sept. 29 (A.P.).—Hailed 
enthusiastically by the 1,200 delegates 
of the Democratic State convention as 
the next Presidnt of the United States, 
Gov. Alfred E Smith, in a lengthy 
address today, made not the slightest 
reference to the nominaion nor to na- 
tional issues, 

“I am here to talk on State issues,” 
he said, almost as his opening state- 
ment. “This is a State convention, and 
questions of State interest are all we 
are now interested in.” 

His “lead” was followed by United 
States Senator Robert Wagner and other 
party orators who succeeded to the ros- 
trum. All confined themselves to dis- 
cussion of.State finances, water-power 
policy and similar subjects which have 
been or are expected to become princi- 
pal platforms of the State campaign. 

A threat of Assemblyman Louis A. 
Cuvillier, of New York, wet leader of 
the lower house of the legislature, to 
introduce a resolution placing the con- 
vention on record as requesting Con- 


to take steps for the repeal of

Refused to Cooperate, Is His 
Charge; Other Governments 
Gave More Aid. 


COULD HAVE FLOWN SEA 


San Francisco, Calif., Sept. 29 (A.P.). 
The United States Navy Department, by 
refusing to cooperate, “threw a monkey 
wrench” into the plans of William S. 
Brock and Edward F. Schlee for crossing 
the Pacific Ocean in their round-the- 
world flight, which terminated in Japan, 
Schlee asserted here today. 

“You can tell the world we got better 
cooperation from the foreign govern- 
ments than we did from the home gov- 
ernment,” Schlee declared emphatically. 

“We at least got maps from the for- 
eign governments, and all we got in 
Washington we had to buy. The first 
American gift of maps arrived here to- 
day, showing us the way across the con- 
tinent.” 

Taking the air again after twelve 
days on the liner Korea Maru, Brock 
and Schlee will leave Crissy Field early 
tomorrow morning on their way back 
to their home city, Detroit. 

Their would-be round-the-world 
plane, Pride of Detroit, was tuned up 
at Crissy Field today, and after a test 
spin pronounced in perfect trim by the 
fliers, who had abandoned at Tokyo 
their attempt to girdle the globe in 
record time. 

Schlee said late today that he and 
Brock intended to hop from the Army 
Field at 8 a.m. They will fly across 
the city to Mills Field, the new munici- 
pal airport, and inspect the equipment. 
After a few minutes at Mills Field they 
intend to take off for Los Angeles, 
Schlee said. 

For the journey after leaving Los 
Angeles no plans have been prepared,

St. Louis, Sept. 29 (A.P.) —Sixty-nine 
persons were known to have been killed 
and 577 injured, and property damage 
“conservatively estimated” by the 
Globe-Democrat at $75,000,000, was 
caused by a tornado which devastated 
an area of 6 square miles here today. 

The death list was expected to in- 
crease with the death of critically in- 
jured and the discovery of other bodies. 
The total number of injured was esti- 
mated at 1,000, as hundreds received 
treatment by private physicians and 
made no report to hospitals or police. 

Although the storm did its greatest 
damage in St. Louis proper, it also 
struck across the Mississippi River in 
the tricity suburbs of Venice, Madison 
and Granite City, Ill. Five persons 
there were killed and more than twenty 
injured, three perhaps fatally. 

Damage in the tricities was 
mated at several hundred 
dollars, 

So extensive was the destruction that 
the entire police force, mobilized to 
full strength, was inadequate and Gov. 
Sam Baker called out the State militia 
to protect property. 

Appeal for Funds. 


Mayor Victor Miller, after a survey 
of the storm area, issued an appeal for 
cash contributions to aid the thousands 
rendered homeless. 

“I feel that the extent of the havoc 
and the consequent suffering makes 
this call for immediate relief neces- 
sary,” the mayor'said. “It is difficult 
in the first flush of the disaster to 
measure the fullest extent of the suf- 
fering or to estimate the ultimate rae 
quirements for complete alleviation.” 

A citizens’ committee of 38 was 
quickly organized to cooperate with the 
Red Cross in collecting funds. The St. 
Louis Chapter of the Red Cross took 
full charge of relief work. tations 
were at once provided where 5,000 
refugees could be housed and fed 
should that number be found shelter- 
less. The national guard armory was 
made available for 3,000 homeless. 

Several hundred members of the 
American Legion turned out for relief 
work. 

The twister reached a velocity of 90 
miles an hour in a few seconds. It sub- 
sided in a few minutes, to be followed 
shortly by a brilliant sun shining 
through wind-torn clouds. 

The west side, a section of boulevards, 
and houses of moderately wealthy St. 
Louisians, lay covered with a blanket 
of uprooted trees, timber and bricks 
out of which crept injured men, women 
and children, black and grimy as though 
emerging from a coal mine.

5,000 Homes Damaged. 

An estimate of 5,000 homes were 
either wrecked or damaged, while the 
streets and boulevards were clogged 
with fallen telephone poles, hundreds of 
the city’s most beautiful trees. Trolley 
wires torn from their supports spat 
blue flame as they met toc car tracks 
and the shouts of policemen kept ter-~ 
rified people from injured or death, 
from the live wires. 

With telephone service demoralized, 
it took the city several minutes to 
learn what had happened. The news 
of the tornado was flashed over the 
city by radio and others in parts of 
the city unvisited by the storm were 
in terror as they awaited word from the 
schools in the tornado district. 

The twister was accompanied by a 
terrific rain which added to the deso- 
lation. Houses and factories were 
crumpled in many, places like toys. 

The first flashes that reached fire 
and police headquarters set up a gen- 
eral mobilization of every available po- 
liceman and fireman. The storm area 
was quickly blocked against the curious 
by a hastily formed cordon. Behind 


the cordon were hastily organized 
units of relief and men began digging 
into the heaps of stone and brick to 
look for persons they believed were 
buried.

WAS KNOWN AS EXPERT 
SOCIAL INVESTIGATOR 


Had Held Several Important 
War and Peace Commis- 
sions From Government. 


The Rev. Henry Allen Tupper, former 
pastor of the First Baptist Church here, 
died unexpectedly yesterday afternoon 
at the home of a daughter, Mrs. Clifton 
S. Brown, in Baltimore. Dr. Tupper, 
who was 71 years old, died of heart dis- 
ease. He had never recovered com- 
pletely from an attack of paralysis 
Which he suffered while visiting in 
Washington last winter. 

Dr. Tupper, who held his Washington 
pastorate in 1919. was one of the lead- 
ing figures in the Baptist Church until 
his retirement four years ago. In addi- 
tion to his several pastorates, the 
clergyman had held several !mportant 
commissions from the Government and 
was regarded as an expert social inves- 
tigator. 

The Rev. Samuel Justin Porter, of 
the First Baptist Church here, will con- 
duct funeral services tomorrow morning 
at 10 o’clock at the residence of his 
daughter in Baltimore. Burial will be 
in Richmond, In addition to Mrs. 
Brown, Dr. Tupper is survived by an- 
other daughter, Mrs. Allene Tupper 
Wilkes, of New York; a son, Tristram

Was Born in Georgia. 


Dr. Tupper was born in Washington, 
Ga., in 1856. He was a student of 
Charleston College in South Carolina, 
Richmond College in Virginia and the 
University of Virginia. He was grad- 
uated from the Southern Baptist Tneo- 
logical Seminary in 1879 and in the 
same year married Miss Marie Louise 
Pender, of Richmond. 

Ordained in the Baptist ministry in 
1879, he held pastorates in Harrodsburg 
and Louisville, Ky., Baltimore and 
Brooklyn before coming to Washington 
in 1919. 

During the Spanish-American War 
Dr. Tupper, with the title of captain, 
held special missions among soldiers at 
Jacksonville, Miami and Key West. 

He served as president of the New 
York Baptist Ministers’ Conference and 
as vice president of the Southern Bap- 
tist convention in 1921. 

In 1912 he was appointed a special 
peace commissioner of the Interna- 
tional Peace Forum, and made fourteen 
trips to Mexico, holding important con- 
ferences with the leaders of both the 
federal and constitutionalist partics. 
During the World War he made two 
trips across the continent and addressed 
more than 200,000 soldiers at canton- 
ments. Later he went abroad as a 
special immigration inspector and re- 
turned to Washington to advocate 
stringent regulations governing admis- 
sion of aliens to this country. 

He was the author of severai religious

The death of Prof. Willem Einthoven, 
noted medical scientist and winner of 


the Nobel prize for medicine in 1924, 
was announced here today. Prof. 
Einthovén was 67 years old. He was 
noted for his investigations into the 
functions of the heart, and as the in- 
ventor of a heart galvanometer. 


Prof. Einthoven was on a lecture tour 
of the United States in 1924, when an- 
nouncement was made that he had won 
the Nobel prize for medicine. He was 
lecturing before various medical col- 
leges and societies upon his investiga- 
tions into diseases of the heart, explain- 
ing the working of his string galvano- 
meter, by which the action’and re- 
fiexes of the heart could be measured 
accurately. He was professor of physi- 
ology at Leyden University.

leged to have burned a house at Round 
Rock, Tex., in an attempt to cause con- 
fusion in the little town and permit 


' her to loot. the bank. 


Alienists for the defense testified the 
defendant was suffering from dementia 
praecox, a mental ailment. 

The State, through Prosecutor Harry 
Dolan, called dementia praecox “a dis- 
ease criminals get when they are 
caught.”

MORE JUDGES ARE ASKED 


(Associated Press.) 

Marked success has attended the ef- 
forts of the Federal courts throughout 
the country to catch up with the busi- 
ness before them, Chief Justice Taft 
said in a statement last night at con- 
clusion of the conference of senior cir- 
cuit judges, over which he presided. 

After a careful study of court con- 
ditions by the conference during its 
three days’ sessions, the Chief Justice 
declared that conditions were much 
more satisfactory than a year ago. The 
conference placed particular stress 
upon the progress which has been 
made in clearing up criminal cases, 
particularly those arising from viola- 
tions of the prohibition law. Such 
cases are no longer piling up, it was 
said, but are being promptly disposed 
of without interfering with the disposi- 
tion of civil cases. 

The conference reported that during 
the year there was a reduction of 3,500 
in the number of criminal cases pend- 
ing in the district courts, while the 
number of civil suits pending had been 
reduced 2,000. In 1926 the number of 
criminal cases before the district courts 
was 38,858, and in 1927 the number 
had been reduced to 35,386. Of civil 
cases there were 18,455 before the dis- 
trict courts in 1926, but this volume of 
business, including the new cases 
which were filed during the year, had 
been reduced to 16,443 in 1927. 

The conference declared that with a 
more rigid dismissal of dead cases the 
condition of the dockets in the Federal 


courts would show still further im- 
provement, 

“The courts as now organized in the 
United States are able, we think,” the 
report declared, “to take care of the 
business as it comes in if they are 
given the additional judges in the 
Southern and Eastern Districts of New 
York and the Southern District of 
Iowa.’”’ 

The conference renewed its recom- 
mendations made last year for these 
judges, and made one new recommen- 
dation, for an additional circuit judge 
for the Sixth Circuit.

A BETTER VAGRANCY LAW. 


At the request of the superintendent of po- 
licey who has had trouble enforcing the local 
vagrancy law, the corporation counsel has 
drafted a new measure drastic and far reaching 
in lis scope, which has been presented to the 
Commissioners for their approval. The bill 
contains seven definitions of vagrants and pro- 
vides a penalty of not more than 90 days’ im- 
prisonment for conviction on this count. It 
would allow the court in its discretion, how- 
ever, to permit the vagrant to post bond 
conditioned upon his future cata! and good 
conduct, 

Strict vagrancy laws constitute good anti- 
crime insurance. Cities in which vagrants are 
known to be subject to immediate arrest and 
impfisonment are avoided by criminals and 
the criminally inclined. The present vagrancy 
law requires the police to produce in court a 


__recofd of the movements of a known vagrant.

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others to avoid arrest and prosecute their ac- » | nee 


tivities with impunity. 

The Baumes laws of New York, the habitual 
criminal laws of Michigan and similar legisla- 
tion recently enacted in several other States 
has started a general movement of criminals 
and shady characters toward jurisdictions 
where the penal laws are not so stringent. It 
is not improbable that some of these may head 
toward Washington. With a comprehensive 
vagrancy law the Police Department would be 
well equipped to cope with any such influx. 
No steps should be spared to hasten the adop- 
tion of the new law. 


DOLLAR DIPLOMACY, 


The Department of State has been accused, 
in times past, of fostering that brand of inter- 
national comity known as dollar diplomacy. 
But those who have had occasion to await in 
awe their turn before being ushered into the 
sanctums of the eminent gentlemen who frame 
our treaties, by that dean and paragon of 
diplomatic messengers, Eddie , Savoy, know 
how unjust is the intimation that dollars have 
anything whatever to do with the State De- 
partment, é 

In fact, it is but seldom that the vulgar sub- 
ject of money is ever permitted to disturb the 
majestic deliberation of that great arm of the 
Government, whether its energies are concen- 
trated upon the issuance of a passport or de- 
ciding precedence at a diplomatic reception at 
the White House. 

Under such conditions it is difficult to under- 
stand why there should ever have been doubt 
as to what might be expected from the depart- 
ment when Representative Davenport proposed 
that a survey be instituted by Congress to as- 
certain the needs of the department and how 
best to “‘increase its approbation.’’ The State 
Department desires approbation, and diplo- 
matically intimates that the idea of ‘“‘survey- 
ing’’ its needs will not meet with its disap- 
proval, even if the survey should lead to in- 
creased appropriations. The State Department 
can use more funds than have thus far been 
made available for the conduct of its delicate 
mission in life, but it prefers to have appro- 
priations thrust upon it rather than appear to 
be exercising dollar diplomacy upon Congress. 

The appropriations for this branch of the 
Government service approximate $10,000,000 
yearly, but 85 per cent of that sum is returned 
to the Treasury from the fees received for pass- 
ports and visas. And this leads the New York 
World to suggest that while we spend $676,- 
000,000 annually preparing for war, we spend 
only $1,500,000 insuring peace. 

A year or so ago the World was insisting that 
the State Department was engaged in an at- 
tempt to force the United States into war with 
Nicaragua and Mexico; now we are advised by 
that journal that the business of the depart- 
ment is “insuring: peace.’ Even if nothing 
more shall come from the proposed survey of 
the New York representative, it is gratifying to 
learn that his proposal has brought the World 
around to the conclusion that peace, and not 
war, is the objective of the department’s labors. 


THE MOTOR CAR WAR, 


Again the General Motors Corporation takes 
occasion to deny the rumor that the introduc- 
tion of the new model Ford automobile will 
precipitate a trade war involving Chevrolet. 
Wall street has’ heard repeatedly that new 
models of the latter car had been designed and 
approved and that production awaited only the 
initial display of the Ford. Chevrolet is re- 
ported to have both a new four and a new Six 
cylinder car ready for distribution, and the 
price is said to have been fixed at within $50 
of the amount Henry Ford will ask for his new 
product. In a speech delivered before news- 
paper automobile editors in Detroit the other 
day, however, Alfred P. Sloan, jr., president uf 
General Motors, denied emphatically that a 
trade war was in prospect, and made the flat 

assertion that the new Ford would not compete 
with any General Motors product. 

The Ford car is designed to appeal to.a great 
mass of people. General Motors’ idea is to 
make a car of greater luxury than the Ford— 
a car that properly belongs to the next higher 
class. With every price car there is a definite 
market. 

Yet $50, even in the low price automobile 
market, is not a large sum of money, particu- 
larly if it is split into the number of parts equa! 
to the number of installment payments upon 
which most automobiles today are purchased. 
If the price difference between the new Ford 
and the new Chevrolet is to be that small, and 
if the Chevrolet is designed to appeal to what 
Mr. Sloan calls the next higher class, what 
reason is there to believe that sales of the one 
will not affect considerably sales of the other? 

Despite the disavowal, the rumor that trade 
competition between Ford and Chevrolet is 
about to come to white heat seems highly rea- 
sonable.- It may be quite true that there is 
room for both organizations within the in- 
dustry. Nevertheless, one or’ the other must 
dominate the low price field, and in the struggle 
to establish such dominance it seems inevitable 
that sparks will fly. 


OF LAW THERE IS NO END. 


The October term of the United States Su- 
preme Court will begin on Monday. with a 
docket as long as usual, in spite of the fact 
that the last term made a record in the matter 
of disposing of cases presented. About 275 
cases were pending at the close of the last 
term, and there have been filed during the 
recess 279 more. | 

Nor is the United States Supreme Court the 


‘only Federal tribunal which has its ‘‘work cut 


out.’”’ Litigation seems to keep pace with other 
conditions which demonstrate that the country 
is still prosperous. The lawyers are not behind 
men in other professions whose bank accounts 
are bulging, if we are to judge from reports 
of the Department of Justice. The business of 
suing the Government thrived greatly during 
the last fiscal year, and is still in a healthy 
condition. 

On July 1, 1926, there were pending in the 
various district courts 122 cases with aggre- 
gate claims against Uncle Sam of $3,249,472, 
and 25 new cases filed during the year added 
$100,556 to the total in dispute. During the 
year 36 cases were settled involving claims of 
$1,724,731 in which judgments amounting to 
$141,731 were entered for the claimants, less 
$2,600 awarded to.the defendant in counter 
claims. Also the Department of Justice in its 
efforts to settle up those arising out of war 
transactions succeeded in collecting $2,853,- 
051. However, in the so-called “cantonment | 
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cases” the circuit courts in all three, Camp 


Funston, Camp Sherman and Camp Meade, de- 


cided against the Government’s contention 
that improper expenditures were made in the 
construction of the cantonments. 

Business was brisk also in the Court of 
Claims. At the start of the fiscal year there 
were 2,033 cases on the docket. Six hundred 
and nine of these have been settled, with net 


judgments in favor of claimants of $11,098,- 


544, leaving still to be determined 1,922 cases 
with aggregate claims of $1,852,112,200. 
“Among the cases determined in the Court 
of Claims,’”’ says a report of the department, 
“out of an aggregate of $41,185,920 set up 
by claimants, judgments of the court amounted 
to $5,230,929. These cases arose chiefly out 
of disputed Shipping Board matters.” Which 
presages continued prosperity in the way of 
litigation in the United States Supreme Court. 


AIRPLANES AND HUMAN NERVES. 


A letter addressed to the Secretary of War 
contains the assertion that with the increase 
of airports in and near large cities, with the 
constant arrival and departure of planes with 
their dips and zooms, the effect on the nerves 
and sanity of the populace is bound to cause 
“damage equal to the Mississippi River 
floods.’’ The department is requested to take 
action to prevent the awful calamity which is 
confronting the country. 

One is reminded of the story, so frequently 
repeated, of the board of church trustees 
which years ago was asked to lend its struc- 
ture for a meeting to discuss ways and means 
to attract a railroad to the community. Per- 
mission was refused on the ground that a 
church was not the proper place in which to 
discuss anything as ungodly as a railroad. A 
hundred years ago much of the populace 
stood in mortal terror of the fire-snorting 
mechanical contraption that had just been 
created. Few could see in it any good. Few 
could foresee the development that was to 
take place. 

The public no longer looks upon innova- 
tions with apprehension. Too many wonder- 
ful machines have been developed to warrant 
any fear of the new. 

It is not necessary to insist that creation 
of airports in and near large cities will have 
little or no effect on the nerves of the popu- 
lace. Once the public is used to seeing and 
hearing planes it will not notice their pres- 
ence. Incidental annoyances may follow the 
adaptation of the airplane to universal use, as 
they have followed the automobile and all 
other innovations, but the gain to humanity 
will make the incidental discomforts negligible. 


MACHINERY IMPROVEMENTS, 


Several manufacturers are exhibiting non- 


metal gears and wheels at the Chemical Indus- 
tries Exposition in New York. This develop- 


ment in factory equipment makes use of 


composition substances of fibrous materials 


such as asbestos and its derivatives, or of syn- 
thetic resins. Not only do such gears and 
wheels make machinery noiseless, but manu- 
facturers of them claim that they are lighter, 
that they reduce friction to a minimum, and 
that they do away with the wear and tear which 
imvariably attends the grinding of metal on 
metal. 

Nonmetal composition gears are not a strictly 
new development, In certain types of machinery 
they have been used for many years, but they 
have never yet demonstrated efficiency great 
enough to justify the general replacement of 
steel or cast iron.

Metal, to all intents and purposes, is hard 
and unyielding. Even in the most highly effi- 
cient machine it is bound to wear. Once wear 
starts it hastens further wear, not only in the 
part affected, because of transmitted 
vibrations, throughout the entire machine, 
Composition materials, however, can have built 
into them more or less resiliency, and whereas 
they also are bound to wear, this resiliency 
tends to diminish vibredions to the rest of the 
machine. 

The noiseless factor also is more important 
than appears on the surface. Neurologists 
testify that noise has a bad effect upon effi- 
ciency, and experiments recently completed 
have proved conclusively that every one, be he 
typist or factory worker, can labor more efili- 
ciently over a greater length of time in quiet 
surroundings. The development of silent ma- 
chinery will be followed by beneficial results 
in every respect.

TOO EARLY FOR OCBAN FLYING. 


Rene Fonck has taken time from the dis-° 


mantling of the airplane Ville de Paris, con- 
structed for a transatlantic flight that never 
materialized, to announce that within six weeks 
he will place an order for the construction of 
two duplicates of it, the three planes to be 
used in the spring for inauguration of the first 
regular New York-to-Paris commercial flying 
service. Plenty of money is behind the project, 
he says. 

It is to be doubted that the time has arrived 
for regular commercial transatlantic flying. 
While it is generally admitted that the Ville 
de Paris is a fine plane, perhaps the best that 
has been constructed so far for the purpose 
intended, the events of this summer show that 
the airplane is not yet an instrument capable 
of such service. During a rather short season, 
when weather conditions are apt to be right, 
transatlantic flights may be undertaken with 
reasonable hope of safety. The length of that 
season has not been determined as yet, how- 
ever, although it seems certain that it could 
not Be more than about four months long. 
Even during this period weather conditions 
are hot favorable every day and commercial 
flying, to justify its name and existence, must 
be regular. 

Should the Fonck plans materialize, next 
summer may witness worse tragedies than last. 
There is no reason to believe that his planes 
can make the hazardous voyage any more suc- 
cessfully than any others that Have tried and 
failed. What is needed now is further research 
in airplane design and better airplanes for the 
purpose intended rather than inauguration of 
a transatlantic service. JRene Fonck is an able 
flier and a well-informgd student of the air.

The Columbia school at 2750 Garri- 
son avenue was, as usual, the victim 
of the elements.

The 700 pupils in the 
school had just assembled in their vari- 
ous classrooms after lunch when Prin- 
cipal G. H. Gr-en saw the approaching 
storm. 

“I sounded the warning such as we 
use in case of fire,”’ he, said, “and the 
children all walked quickly to the cor- 
ridors and marched out of the building 
Just as the last one 
stepped out to safety, the roof caved 
in and the third floor classrooms were 
buried beneath to.s of debris.”

So swiftly came the storm that vary- 
ing descriptions were given by the 
frightened onlookers. A tense heavy 
silence preceded the wind. There were 
dull drumming sounds and shortly the 
twisting black clouds, characteristic of 
tornadoes, bore down from the south- 
west, and the work of the twister was 
begun. 

Everywhere the sound of crashing 
glass could be heard. The air was filled 
with huge missiles which tore off chim- 
neys, penetrated roofs and zoomed 
through the weaving trees. Through it 
all a grayish black dust whirled, pour- 
ing in streams through shattered win- 
dows and sticking fast to everything it 
touched. 

So terrifying was the aspect of the 
storm that in the central region, 
bounded by Sarah and Whittier streets 
and Lindell and Delmar boulevards, 
those who were caught in its grip de- 
clared “everything turning black” and 
the “world was rocking.” 

As the darkness fell tonight, the 
rescue work was progressing by aid of 
lanterns, electric torches and the lights 
of automobiles.

The main arteries of transportation | 


on the west side were crippied when

The 
United Railways Co. shut off the power 
to lessen the menace from fallen trol- 
ley wires.

Sweet Potatoes With Pineapple.

BABIES DO NOT NEED PILLOWS. 


HERE should be no pillow on the 
baby’s bed. Prior to birth babies 
lie curled with the head almost 
touching the feet. As the years of 
senility unfold the chin bends over, 
searching for those toes. One way to 
keep babyhood and senility as far apart 
as possible is to keep the chin and the 
toes as far apart as possible—to pro- 
mote the erect posture with the head

On Setting Out a Rose Bed 


© HOUSE AND GARDEN 


HE setting out of a rose bed is per- 
haps the most frequently at- 
tempted garden activity, for to all 

of us the rose is one of the most at- 
tractive of flowers. The establishment 
of these plants is, however, not to be 
undertaken lightly for roses are most 
exacting as to sunlig}t, moisture and 
soil fertility. The rose bed, then, should 
be located as far as possible from trees, 
overhanging shrubs or hedges, Plenty 
of moisture should be available and, if 
the season is dry, do not fail to water 
copiously and at regular intervals. The 
soil should be deep and rich both in 
clay and humus. Light sandy soils sel- 
dom produce satisfactory roses. If, 
however, we can provide these three 
conditions we should be able to raise 
many satisflying flowers. 

The preparation of the soil and the 
actual planting should be done very 
carefully. Spade in a goodly quantity 
of well rotted manure by the trenching 
method. This consists of first digging 
a trench one spade wide along a side of 
the bed. This trench should be at least 
eighteen inches deep. This is then filled 
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with the soil from the space immedi- 
ately adjoining, leaving a second trench, 
and so On across the bed, filling the last 
trench with the soil removed from the 


first. In this way the soil is loosened 
completely to the required depth. In 
planting, space the plants about a foot 
and a half apart in rows. Fill in the 
soil to a point just above the swollen, 
knotty place on the stem which indi- 
cates where the plant was grafted or 
budded. This is most important as 
most roses are budded on brier stock 
which, if left exposed, will send 
husky shoots bearing single pink flow- 
ers, letting the desirable branches die. 
Planting may be done either in the 
spring or fall, but if in the fall adequate 
winter protection should be givens Hill 
up around the plants so that the soil 


comes six inches or so up the canes. | 


South of New York it is usually un- 
necessary to tie up the plants in straw 


but north of that this should be done. | 
Be sure to remove the straw covers be- | 


fore the buds start in the spring.

Native Asters 


EAR JIMMY: If you’re anything 
D like I am, you've been pestered 

with an unusual prevalence of 
ants around the place this season. Not 
only are the invaders a constant an- 
noyance indoors as well as in the gar- 
den, but when of the large black va- 
riety that has been my _ particular 
trouble lately they are capable of doing 
very real.damage by boring into the 
wood of house sills and frames where, 
once established, they are exceedingly 
difficult to eradicate. 

On looking up the matter I find there 
are available two chemicals which can 
be used effectively in the war, on ants 
if the enemies’ strongholds can be lo- 
cated. The druggist knows them as 
carbon bisulphide and calcium cyan- 
ide, both of them poisonous and there- 
fore to be used only with proper pre- 
cautions. Small quantities of these 
introduced into the entrances of the 
ants’ burrows, or in holes made in the 
ground with a stick where it is a Case 
of dealing with a real ant hill, will do 
the work. The deadly gases which 
form when these chemicals are exposed 
to the air will work downward and de- 
stroy the insects. After filling the 
holes with either of these poisons they 
should be covered with bits of turf to 
prevent the escape of the gas. —

EW YORK, Sept. 29 (A.P.).—Jack 
N Dempsey went through a pre- 

liminary skirmish in the legal 
ring today, when he was examined in 
the matter of $62,500 which Theodore 
(Teddy) P. Hayes says the former cham- 
pion owes him in unpaid salary. 

Jack, more at ease than his attor- 
neys, quietly denied that he had ever 
employed Hayes either as trainer or 
secretary, as claimed. He asserted that 
Hayes, lacking education, would not 
have been capable of serving him in 
either capacity. 

In reply: to Hayes’ attorney Jack 
stated that he never wrote a line of 
the syndi¢ated articles which appear 
over his signature in several news- 
papers. He said he rarely saw the ar- 
ticles, perhaps not more than once a 
year. 


He described Hayes as a mere 


“camp hanger-on” to whom he had 
taken a liking and whom he had 
paid various odd sums from time 
to time in reward for various 
services.

Bome 5,000 fans rejoiced with Ruth 
and gave him a great ovation when he 
equaled his former standard. Lou 
Gehrig, his teammate and rival. for 
home-run honors this season, was the 
firat to congratulate Ruth with a hand- 
shake at the plate. At the Yanks’ dug- 
out a warm reception awaited him from 
his coplayers. 

This has been the greatest month in 
Ruth's home-run career. With fifteen 
thus far, his best previous monthly as- 
aortment was thirteen in June, 1921. 

Ruth started the month still battling 
with Lou Gehrig and well behind the 
1921 record, Ge had led him dur- 
ing the greater part of the season, and 
the speculation ‘was about even that 
the young Columbia product would 
(fbeat Ruth out. 

The first three months of the current 
season found Ruth and Gehrig dead- 
locked with 26 apiece. Early in the 
present month they were running neck 
and neck again, when Gehrig clipped a 
homer in Boston. That was on Labor 
Day and tied the sluggers at 45. Then 
Ruth started stepping out, and Ruth 
has hit 14, while Gehrig made but 1.

NEW VAGRANCY LAW 
SUBMITTED BY BRIDE 


Provides Penalty for Persons 
Able to Work, but Who 
Remain Idle. 


Corporation Counsel W. W. Briue 
yesterday submitted to the Commis- 
sioners a draft of a proposed new vag- 
rancy law. It was drawn at the request 
of Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent 
of police, who has recommended that 
Congress be asked to pass this winter 
a stringent law.

provides persons known to be criminals 
of almost any type or any persons who 
can not give reasonable accounts -of 
themselves or who lack visible means 
of support or who are able to work but 
do not do so, may be penalized as vag- 
rants, 

Habitues of the District courthouse 
said that heretofore the courts have 
held that police judges may not decide 
what ts “reasonable” as to accounts per- 
sons give of themselves, that vagrants 
guilty of other crimes should be pun- 
ished for the crimes instead of vag- 
rancy and that any one having on his 
person enough money to prevent his 
becoming a charge on the community 
may not be deemed a vagrant.
